Liquor Trattic in Hotels.

To the Editor. 

Sir:—As there is considerable 
discussion about licensing the sale 
_ of liquor in hoteJs in various towns, 
| perhaps some observations of a 
| fraveller may bé of interest to 
hes readers.

town stayed in a hotel. The sale 
of liquor is prohibited altogether 
in some of the States—in Maine, 
Kansas and North Dakota, and 
this year two more states, Georgia 
and Oklahoma, bave adopted _pro- 
hibition.
